WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—(#)— 
Congressional dry leaders today con- 
fidently accepted the challenge of 
the bold band of wets for a show- 
down on prohibition at this session. 

“Let's have it out,” said Senator 
Borah, of Idaho, a champion of the 
prohibition cause. 

As he spoke, leaders of both par- 
ties in the senate and house expressed 
their willingness to thresh out the 
controversy. All emphasized, how- 
ever, that the attention of the new 
congress would be directed principally 
to economic problems. 

It was agreed that any rol} call 
would show the drys in command. 
Tut all believed it would be beneficial 
to aceede to modificationists’ pleas 
that members of congress be put on 
record on the issue. 

In just what form the challenge to 
prohibition will be presented is un- 
certain. The anti-prohibitionists are 
unorganized. Some of their leaders 
are rallying behind a proposal for a 
referendum on repeal. 

Two-Thirds Needed. 

It takes a two-thirds vote of con- 
gress to submit a repeal amendment 
to state conventions, as proposed by 
Senator Bingham, republican, of Con- 
necticut. 

Representative Linthicum, demo- 
erat, of Maryland, the leader of the 
house wet bloc, today said there were 
150 votes for repeal in the house. 


There never has been an out-and-out | 


roll call on this question, but this is 
the largest number of votes = ever 
claimed by the wets. 

Senator Borah made it clear today 
he was against the referen'iium propo- 
sition. He said he would not vote 
to repeal the eighteenth amendment. 

“I must be satisfied of the wis- 
dom of a provision of the constitu- 
tion,” he stated, “before ! will vote 
to submit it to the people.”

Plan Free From “Terms 
and Risks” of Pawn- 
brokers’ Business Sought 
by Conference. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—(/)—In- 
stallment home buying on the same 
basis as automobile and radio pur- 
chases—with down payments as low 
as 20 per cent—was pictured tonight 
by President Hoover as the ideal for 


Addressing 3,000 persons at the 
opening session of his conference on 
home building and home ownership, 
gathered after a year of preparation, 


the president asked that a search be 
made for a finance plan that would 
“dignify the name credit” and be free 
from “terms and risks comparable to 
the credit extended by a pawn 
broker.” . 

Delegates from every state in the 
Union, seated in the huge Constitu- 
tion hall, applauded his suggestion. 
Earlier they rose and extended an 
ovation at his entry. They laughed 
with him over a mention of songs 
written about the home, to which he 
added that “they never sing songs 
about a pile of rent receipts, 

“There is a wide distinction be- 
tween homes and mere housing,” Mr. 
Hoover said. “Those ballads, ‘Home, 
Sweet Home,’ ‘My Old Kentucky 
Home’ and “The Little Grey Home in 
the West’ were not written about 
tenements or apartments,”

John Stokes, the negro who’ shot 
Lieutenant Carroll. himself was shot 
and killed early ‘l'uesday mornitig by 
Burton Carroll, the 23-year-old son of 
the officer, who, actompanying a 
posse of officers and citizens, located 
the assailant of his father in the home 
of a negro womay in East Point. 
Stokes resisted drrest and threatened 
the officers, they reported. 

The shooting of Lieutenant Carroll 
followed his arrest of the negro oh a 
charge of burglary. The officer had 
placed his ‘prisoner in’ an .automo- 
bile and was proceeding to take him 
to jail when the negro, in a surprise 
move, wrested Carroll’s.revolver from 
its holster, struck hint down, fractur- 
ing his skull. The negro then threw 
the wounded man from the ear, with 
Carroll still attempting. to retain® a 
hold on his prisoner, and in the road- 
way shot the officer in the neck. The 
bullet ranged downward and imbed- 
bed itself near the spine. 

An unidentified former convict in- 
formed. police early Tuesday morning 
that Stokes was hiding in a house 
on Washington street, “Kast Point. 
Acting on this infotmation they went 
to the place designated, and surprised 
the fugitive while he sat waiting for 
his clothes to dry. He was shot when 
he-resisted arrest. 

Lieutenant Carroll was born in Ad- 
amsville, Ga., September 5, 1874, and 
remained on the farm there until 
1906, when he came to Atlanta and 
became a member of the Fulton coun- 
ty police department, Three years 
after he had entered the service’ he 
was promoted: tp a lieutenancy, ‘and 
served with that rank until the time 
of his death.

court for a hearing December 21. 

For the second time in the history 
of Georgia, the highest court ruled 
favorably with the state which, 
et a Solicitor-General John 
Boykin, had appealed from the de- 
cision of the court of appeals wiping 
out a $500 fine and 12 months’ prison 
séntence given Taylor.

ROME, Ga., Dec. 2.--The Floyd 
county board of’ roads and revenues 
Wednesday voted to stand firm on 
its program to force the state prison 
commission to take charge of all con- 
yiets now confined in the county jail 
for both felony and misiiemeanor of- 
fenses and any others who may be 
later -sentenced to the gang. The 
board had previously voted to abolish 
the chain gang January 1 and turn 
over all prisoners to the state com- 
mission, 


A letter from the state prison body 
was read before the board at its meet- 
ing today in which the commission 
stated it would take all felony pris- 
onerg January 1, but was unable to 
take over the misdemeanor convicts 
as its appropriation from the state 
and facilities were inadequate to ac- 
commodate this many prisoners. 

Despite the. state prison commis- 
sion’s letter, ‘the county board voted 
to force the state commission to take 
the prisoners regardiess of circum- 
stances, as it has been advised by 
Graham Wright, county attorney, 
that the prison commission will be 
forced to take all convicts, both mis- 
demeanor and felony.

WOMEN GROUP SEEKS 
REPEAL, MRS. SABIN SAYS 


DETROIT, Dec. 2—(4)—The Wom- 
en’s Organization for Natidénal Prohi- 
bition Reform renewed the pledge 
through its executive committee here 
yesterday to work for repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment, abandoning all 
thoughts of modification as a “mere 
catch-all panacea.” 

Executive committee membets from 
19 states presented. optimistic reports 
of rapidly growing membership, the 
present total of 411,000 women being 
represented as a gain of 50,000 within 
the last two months and a half. Mrs. 
Charles H. Sabin, of New York, na- 
tional chairman, said she considered 
of especial significance the gains made 
in “so-called dry states” and the fact 
that the membership now exceeds by 
28,000° that last reported for the 
Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union. 

Members of the ‘committee said 
guests in the closing session last night 
heard half a dozen addresses indicting 
prohibition on many and _  yaried 


‘counts, 


Charles Francis Coe, the author, as- 
serted that prohibition “has made 
murder an instrument of commerce.” 
The wet or dry issue, he said, has re- 
solved itself into the question: “Shall 
we continue to fling gold into the 
hands of murderous marauders?” 

Mrs. Sabin said that “if it is to. 
be conceded that the 18th amendment 
is an experiment ‘noble in motive’ the 
Women’s Organization for National 
Prohibition Reform believes that ex- 
periments have no place in the con- 
stitution, of the United States.” She 
proposed no substitute for national 
prohibition, “but rather 45 state sub- 
stitutes if necessary, No group of 
states can be kept in the same 
straitjacket, 

Washington, D. C., was selected 
for the 1932 convention, to be held 
in April, exact dates yet to be fixed.
